—Gen. Negley, President of we National 
Council of the Union League of 


'| has called a general meeting of that vody at 


Philadetphia on the 14th of December. 

—The steamer Missouri, which arrived 
at Liverpool yestérday from Boston, lost 140 
head of cattle during the voyage. She also 
lost her boats and compasses. The voyage 
was very tempestuous. 

——The Grand Lodge of Master Masons of 
England passed resolutions of condolence 
with Mrs. Garfield Monday night. The res- 
olutions were proposed by Lord Henniker 
and seconded by Prince Leopold. 

——~Frank M. Belding, of Cleveland, O., who 
was married and had two children, luved a 
girl named Annie Voyne, who it appears 
had the good sense not to encourage him. 
Belding became despondent, took laudanum, 
and died from the effects. 

— Mtr. Garland gave notice In the Senate 
yesterday that he would offer some observa- 
tions on his Tariff Comm - resolutions 
today, and Senator Pendleton sald he would 
call up his civil-service reform resolutions 
Monday. 

——James Tobey Ward, charged with the 
murder of Dr. R. W. Shaw, at Blue Mound, 
Iil., on the llth ult., was discharged from 
custody yesterday, the evidence disclosing 
the fact that the shooting was done in self- 
defense, Shaw having fired the first shot. 

— Jay Gould’s men were chosen Directors 
of the New. York & New England Kailroad 
yesterday. The road is now exclusively under 
the coptrol of Gould, and Boston is rejoi- 
cing at the.prospect of the increased advan- 
tages it will afford in the matter of direct com- 
munication with Chicago. 

—-Considerable disappointment exists in 
political circles at Washington at the vague- 
ness of portions of the President’s message, 
and Western Senators and Representatives 
are not at all pleased at the reeommendation 
to limit the silver coinage, but console them- 
selves by the reflection that the recommenda- 
tion: will nat be acted on. 

—-There are indieations that. the cotton 
operatives at Fall River. Mass., Lewiston, 
Me., Manchester, N. H., and other cotton. 
manufacturing centres are determined to 
strike for an increase of wages at an early 
day; and as a preparation for such action are 
perfecting their organization. The Knights 
of Labor are particularly active. 

—--The “Iroquois,” that is to say the 
swallow-tailed, fine-haired Wemocracy of 
Chicago, seem to be good drinkers but poor 
eaters, or at least if they are eaters they 
do not pay for the grub. At a meeting 
of that body last-evening it was announced 
that while the barroom flourished the restau- 
rant was in a languishing condition. 

——At a meeting of the stockholders of the 
Keokuk & St. Louis Line and the Keokuk 
Northwestern Line, held at. Keokuk, Is., 
yesterday, the lease of the lines to the Chica- 
go, Burlington & Quincy Road was ratified, 
and Chicago, Burlington & Quincy men were 
then elected to fili all the offices except that 
of Secretary, to which Col, H. B. Blood, of 
the leased lines, was chosen. 

——Two of the persons suspected of hay- 
ing burglarized the. Post-Office at Belvidere, 
Il, were arrested on a passenger-train on 
the Chicago & Northwestern about 4 o’clock 
yesterday morning. There were two other 
suspected burglars on the train, but both 
broke away. One of them was captured after 
a chase of three-quarters of an hour, during 
which he waded the Fox River. 


——Danford, the-defaulting banker of 
Caldwell, Kas., has been obliged to shell out 
$74,000 worth of securities to his Caldwell 
creditors, to whom he owes some. $59,000. 
At Newton, Kas., Danford was met by a 
committee of fifteen citizens who invited 
him to Osage City, where he owes consider- 
able money. There is little dbubt that should 
Danford ever reach the latter place he will 
find considerable difficulty n getting away 
unless he settles with those to whom he is 
indebted there. 

——It is stated with considerable definit- 
ness that Secretary Hunt will retain his 
present position, Postmaster-General James 
says that he will remain in the Cabinet until 
the end of the present fiscal year, June 30. 
Secretary Lincoln will also retain his pres- 
ent post, and some of the Western Senators 
say Mr. Kirkwood hds been requested 
by the President to continue at the head of 
the Interftor Department. Ex-Senator Fre- 
ligghuysen, it is once more asserted, will 

m succeed Secretary Blaine, and Mr. 
Brewster, of Pennsylvania, will become At- 


torney-General. 

-——There are indications of a vépéare 
between Prince Bismarck and the Ultramon- 
tanes. A recent speech of the Ultramontane 
leader, Windhorst, has been ‘fiercely de- 
nounced by Bismarck’s organ, the North 
German Gazette, which intimated that 
Windhorst was only the mouthpiece of a 
foreign Power. Windhorst retorted in the 
Reichstag yesterday, and charged that the 
attack was semi-official. The Germania, the 
Ultramontane organ, characterizes the article 
as a semi-official calumny. In consequence 
of the attack the Ultramontanes refused to 
attend the soirée given by Bismarck last 
night. 


——The London papers comment rather 
unfavorably on the President’s message. 
-The Datly News says the complaints of 
the zealous reformers are somewhat justified 
by President Arthur’s indecision, but thinks 
that any immediate attempt on his part to 
carry out. a project of reform would bring 
about the breaking up and “ recrystalliza- 
tuon” of American parties, with the extreme 
improbability of Gen. Arthur’s being his 
own successor. The Telegraph regrets that 
reform in the civil service reniains tunac- 
complished, and is of opinion that the best 
interests of the people demand that showy 
promises be followed by selid performances. 

——The Republican Senatorsaiready' evince 
a determination to push the matter of the ad- 
mission of Southern Dakota into the Union, 
and very properly. Senators Windom and 
Sanders have introduced bilis for that pur- 


ritory of Dakota which it is proposed to set 
off asa new Territory shail‘ be called Pein

it inexpedient to reduce the revenue of the 
Government by abolishing existing internal- 
revenue taxes, except those imposed on high- 
wines and distilled spirits. Mr, Plumb in- 
troduced a resolution directing the Secretary 
of the Treasury to furnish members with 
copies of general or special instructions is- 
sued for the guidance of persons appointed 
toexamine and reporton Natiopal banks; 
also copies of Bank Examiners’ reports on 
failures during the past two years. Senator 
Beck offered resolutions instructing the Ju- 
diciary Committee to inquire into the pro- 
vision of the Constitution in regard to the 
Presidential succession, with a view to 
amendment, and Garland presented similar 
resolutions. 


——Senator David Davis has expressed his 
purpose to vote for continuing the Setiate’ 
Committees as they existed last ‘session, but 
has declared his intention to vote to retain 
the present Senate officers, all Democrats, 
thus dividing his influence, giving. the Re- 


publicans the committees, the Democrats the. 


Senate officers. He said that he thought it 
only proper that the- party responsible for 
the legislation should have a majority 
in the committees. He referred in rather 
indignant language to the charge made by 
some Democratic organs that he had 
“sold out” to the Republican party. He 
said he would support President Arthur’s 
policy as long as he thought it was for the 
best interests of the country, and would op- 
pose it when he thought it was not. He 
would strive to bring abous a more cordial 
union between North and South, 


——A bill was introduced into the Senate 
yesterday for establishing the Territory of 


Northern Dakota and providing a temporary, 


government theréfor. Senator Kellogg in- 
troduced a bill authorizing the establishment 
of ocean mail service between New Orleans 
and some of the Mexican ports, and general- 
ly fer reviving the foreign co ree of 
America; also a bill providing f6r the unob- 
stracted navigation of the Red River; also to 
authorize the Barataria Ship-Canal Company 
to construct and operate a ship-cayal from 
New Orleans to the Gulf of Mexico. 
Among the bills introduced was one for the 
relief of Ben Holladay, the same that was so 
much discusséd last session, dnd one by 
Blair, of New Hampshire, to aid in the es- 
tablishment and temporary support of com- 
mon schools, This bill provides for an ap- 
propriation of $105,000,000, to be expended, 
$15,000,000 for the first year, $14,000,000 for 
the next year, $13,000,000 for the third year, 
and so on, the appropriations to be divided 
among the States on the basis of the number 
of illiterate persons above 10 years of age. 
Senator Teller introduced a bill to establish 
a Board of Publie Education and to aid in 
the support of the public schools. Teller’s

THE MESSAGE. 
Special Diepatch to The Chicage Tribune. 

Wasurineron, D. C., Dec. 6.—Immediately 
after the conclusion of the routine business 
in the Senate today, Maj. Pruden, one of the 
President’s secretaries, made his appear- 
ance, carrying an armful of packages of 
manuscript and maps. They were received 
in accordance with the established etiquet, 
and Judge Davis directed the immediate 
reading of the message. lt was written on 
paper baving a deep black border, and no 
printed copies were funished the Senators, 
as has been done for some years past, They 
listened to the reading, however, with un- 
usual attention, and there were frequent 
nods of approbation, especigfly by the Ke- 
publicans. After the voluminous document 
had been read, opinions on it were freely 
exchanged among the Senators. The general 
verdict was a favorable one. Every one 
liked the frank, business-like, practical man- 
nerin which the President dealt with the 
important questions which he successively 
took up, placing his views before Congress 
and the ceuntry with unmistakable clear- 
ness for indorsement or rejection by the | 
legislators and by the people. There was, | 
perhaps, too much detail. 

PRESIDENT PRO TEM. DAVIS 
subsequently created a sensation in the Sen- 
ate this afternoon by suddenly casting aside 
the secrecy which he has heretofore deemed 
it advisable to ke®p regarding his position in 
the matter of reorganizing the Senate, and 
from his old seat declared his views and in- 
tentions. This act on his part was made 
without any previous advertisement, and its 
suddenness took every one by surprise. It 
was just after the Clefk had finished reading 
the message, and when the galleries were 
almost empty and hardly a score of Senators 
were in their places on. either side. Judge 
Davis, quietly calling Senator Harris, moved 
down on the floor and took a seat at his old 
desk. Sénator Edmunds called up his reso- 
lution providing that the standing and select 
committees which expired with the last a 
sion be revived and continue for the present 
session. Having got it under consideration, 
he proceeded to modify it so as to make the 
select committees existing during the session 
beginning the 4th of March, 1881, come 
within its scope. This being agreed to the 
modified resolution was put to the Senate, 
whereupon Judge Davis arose, and, 
wity several pages Of manuscript in 
his hand, began his speech. Instant- 
ly there was attention in the cham- 
ber, and, from the curiously-anxious 
manner in which the majority of the Sena- 
tors on both sides hung on his words, it was 
evident that his intentions were mysteries 
to all but one or two persons on either side. 
Mr. Davis read his speech slowly and with 
considerable emphasis, pausing as he made 
each pointas if to watch its effect. Begin- 
ning with an allusion to the solemn event 
which had brought about the changes in the 
Presidency, he proceeded to read a homily 
on the lessons it taught: “In. the presence 
of this sad instruction ambition may well 
fall and we be taught the frailty of human 
hopes.” This was his moralizing. Proceed- 
ing, he said the tragedy had brought the peo- 
ple of this country North and South nearer 
together, and then, 

COMING TO THE POINT OF HIS SPEECH, 
he said in substance that, although Presi- 
dent Arthur represented the party that 
elected Gartield, his position is a trying one. 
As a Senator he, for one, proposed to give 
the Arthur Administration fair treatment.

MORE INSOLENCE. 
BLATANT INTERRUPTIONS BX THE MUB-

trial opened this morning by Mr. Scoville 
calling the Hon. George C. Gorham, of the 
National Republican. Mr. Gorham failing 
to respond, the Hon. C. B. Farwell, of Chica- 
go, was called, and Mr. Scoville at once pro- 
ceeded to question him as to the differences 
in the Republican party last spring. A dis- 
cussion at once arose between opposing 
counsel as to the propriety of certain ques- 
tions, and Judge Porter implored the Court 
to waste neither time nor dignity. Mr. Sco- 
ville then dropped that line of interrogatory, 
and asked Mr. Farwell if he had ever known

Guiteau began to ask 
him in regard to certain editorials in the 
Republican last spring.

OBSTREPEROUS AND INSOLENT OUTBREAKS 
by the.prisoner, the most violent ot which 
were directed against Mr. Scoville, and must 
have tried that gentleman’s temper and pa- 
tience severely.

THE PRESIDENTS MESSAGE. 

The first message of President Arthur 
will we fear prove a disappointment to the 
country. Itis needlesly extended by his in- 
cluding within it unusually full abstracts of 
the reports and recommendations of the See- 
retaries of State, Treasury, War, Navy, and 
Interior Departments, and also of some of 
the minor bureaus. This recapitulation of 
the recommendations of the departinents is 
largely unaccompanied by any indorsement 
by the President, though in some cases he 
does indorse them. 

He makes a graceful and appropriate refer- 
ence to his illustrious predecessor and to the 
action of the Governments of other nations 
concerning his death. Following this he de- 
votes more than a column of this paper to a 
summary of our relations with foreign Gov- 
ernments, all of which are of the most amica- 
ble character. That part of this review re- 


dicates that this Government will employ its 
best efforts to establish peace and promote 
friendly relations with all these peoples. He 
reaffirms the policy of this Government an- 
nounced by Mr. Blaine, that the United 
States must continue to assert its guarantees 
to the Republic of Colombia. 

He approves of the recommendations of 
the Secretary of the Treasury that the law 
authorizing silver certificates to be issued to 
depositors of silver be repealed, on the 
ground that they are unnecessary because 


age of silver dollars be limited to the discre- 
tion of the Treasury Department. It is not 
likely that either of these recon:mendations 
will meet the approval of the country; the 
American people are not likely to forego a 
currency redeemabdie on demand in coin for 
the purpose of enabling private banking cor- 
porations to issue their notes, not redeem- 
able in coin, to inerease their circulation. 

After repeating in detail the operations of 
the Treasury in funding the debt, and giving 
the details of the increase in public revenue, 
he thinks it better-to reduce the revenue by 
a reduction of taxation than to keep up the 
present taxes and pay off the debt. He there 
fore advises the repeal of all the internal- 
revenue taxes except those imposed on to 
bacco, distilled spirits, and fermented liq- 
uors. With regard to the tariff he advises 
the appointment of a commisson to revise 
the tariff laws. 

He indorses the recommendation of Gen. 
Shermap for an increase in the army, and 
also the recommendation for an increase 
and reorganization of the navy. 

To his great credit, the President thinks 
that the Government should now begin the 
policy of giving National aid to education by 
setting aparta fund to be employed by the 
States for educational purposes. 

He enumerates the ,recommendations of 
the Postmaster-General, and tacitly approves 
them, and announces that he has given in- 
structions for the proper prosecution of all 
persons guilty of fraud in the matter of star- 
route postal service. He urges generally 
that relief be given to the overburdened 
Supreme Court, and suggests that much of 
the business transferred to the Federal 
courts because of the War might now be 
restored to the State courts. 

He indorses at considerable length meas- 
ures for the solution of the Indian problem, 
including an abandonment of the recogni- 
tion of thé Indians as tribes, the extension 
over them of the laws of the States and Terri- 
tories in which the Indians are located, and 
the allotment of land to the Indians in sev- 
eralty, and a liberal provision for the educa- 
tion of Indian children, 

He repeats the difficulties which stand in 
the way of the legal suppression of polygamy, 
and suggests various amendments to the law 
requiring registration of marriage and aliow- 
ing wives to give evidence against their hus 
bands. 

He calls attention to the recent legislation 
granting arrearages of pensions.. Two hun- 
dred and fifty miltion dollars will be required 
to make the first payment to those likely to 
be added to the rolls, and he hopes that this 
enormous expenditure will be a warning to 
Congress against careless action on any sim- 
Uar scheme proposed hereafter. .

jority, It was then proposed to compel the 
Secretary of the Treasury to sell At para 
short-time bond bearing 3 per cent interest 
as the only means for refunding the 600 mill- 
ions of old bonds which were soon to be- 
come subject to call and for avoiding the 
continued payment of 6 and 5 per cent inter- 
est. It was further proposed by the prepos- 
terous Democratie scheme to coerce the Na- 
tional banks to subscribe for these short 
bonds at the lowest interest ever known, 
withobt regard to their own interests 
or necessities. The country protested 
against that measure as impracticable with- 
out the coercive feature, ahd uafair with the 
element of coercion. Since. then the old 5 
and 6 per cent bonds have been extended 
indéfinitly at the rate of 3%¢ per cent, 
and may be redeemed by the Goverpment in 
any amount and at any time it sees fit to call 
them. This option is of such obvious ad- 
vantage that it would be doubtful policy to 
surrender {t even to save one-half of | per 
cent interest, and there would be good reason 
to antagonize any scheme fora 3 per cent 
bond of a fixed term. But Senator Sher- 
man’s bill avoids this question altogether.

This is brief, clgar, and to the point. It 
involves no contingency of disappointment 
or embarrassment. It proposes that the Gov- 
ernment shall say to capitalists, large and 
small, American und foreign, that if they 
have any money which they desire to invest 
at 3 per cent In a shape upon which they 
will be able to ize at any time they may 
want current funds, the Government will 
give them that opportunity in amounts of 
$50, $100, $500, $1,000, or $10,000, limiting the 
aggregate loan to $00,000,000, and reserving 
the right to call in any part of the loan at 
any time it chooses. The success of this 
plan would place the loan upon the same 
basis as the present extended bonds, with 
the difference that the Government would 
save one-half of i percent. Its failure would 
leave the Government in just as favorable a 
situation as it is now. A partial success 
would save interest to the extent that the 
new bonds should be taken. 

Thére is no possible objection to Senator 
Sherman’s proposition, even though it be re- 
garded as tentative. If it be assumed that 
the great bulk of capital which naturally 
seeks investment in Government securities 
at a low rate of interest is already tied up in 
bonds, then, of course, the holders of 3}¢ 
per cents will not care to take 8 per cents 
with no guarantee of a ionger duration. But 
itis possible that there is a large amount of 
unemployed capital which will seek the3 
per cents, because such bonds will be in the 
nature of a “call loan,” inasmuch as the 
holders can always get par for themin the 
open market with accrued interest, and since 
there will be no danger of much variation in 
value above or below par. In case capital shall 
come ferward for such investment, be it much 
or little, there will be an opportunity to save 
one-half of 1 per cent interest on the amount 
that shail be invested, since the 3\¢ per cents 
will be retired to that extent. This is the only 
kind of refunding bill that should be sug- 
gested at this time. its adoption cannot pos- 
sibly embarrass the Government, but may 
possibly resultin saving one-half of 1 per cent 
interest on $300,000,000, or $1,500,000 a year.

THE UNITED STATES TREASURY. 

The showing made by this year’s report of 

the Secretary of the Treasury is very re- 
markahie and most gratifying. It is literally 
a complaint that there is too much revenue— 
‘a condition that rarely occurs in the history 
of any Government, and almost never with- 
out universal and bitter protest against an 
excess of taxation. The surplus revenue of 
last year was something like. $66,000,000, One 
year ago Mr. Sherman, then Secretary of the 
Treasury, estimated that the surplus revenue 
for the n ext fiscal year would be $90,000,000, 
As a matter of fact the surplus has proved to 
be more than $100,000,000. A year ago there 
was a deficiency under the requirements of 
the Sinking-Fund law of more than $51,000,- 
000, owing to the falling off in revenue 
during the six years succeeding the panic of 
1873. The requirements for the last fiscal 
year have been fully met and the deficiency in 
the fund on former years reduced to $16,000,- 
000; but the requirements for the present fiscal 
year are already exceeded by the redemp- 
tion of bonds in July, August, Septembet, 
and October, so that, at the present rate, the 
deficiency in the sinking fund will not only 
be compietely supplied, but by next July 
the Government will have reduced its debt 
ata more rapid rate than it ever promised. 
The estimated surplus of the next fiscal year 
is over $105,000,000. ' 

‘ In the face of this showing it is not strange 
that the Secretary of the Treasury shotild urge 
upon Congress a speedy and equitable reduc- 
tion of taxes. The increase of revenue is 
about equally divided between the internal 
and customs taxes, each class having yielded 
about $11,000,000 more than during the pre- 
vious year. The Secretary pointedly recom- 
mends the retention ef taxes on whisky, 
veer, and tobacco as legitimate subjects of 

taxation, but assents to a repeal of all the 
other items of internal taxation ex- 
cept that on bank circulation, which he re- 
gards as properly taxable b@ause circulation 
is a direet sourceof profit to the banks under 
thé privilege extended by the Government. 

In other words, he would like to see the 
taxes on bank checks, on deposits, on capi- 
tal, on matches, and on cosmetics and patent 
medicines repealed as a partial means to the 
reduction of the surplus reyenue, and recom- 
meuds a revision and reduction in the tariff 
taxes as the principal relief. In this matter 
the Secretary is undoubtedly in harmony 
with the preponderating sentiment of the

one standard of value—the double standard 
of gold and silver at a fixed ratio of values. 
The silver certificates are precissly the same 
as the silver doliars, as the gold certificates 
would be the same as gold doilats if the 
Treasury -Department would issue them. 
Both are legal-tender. So also are the green- 
backs, which are redeemable in gold and sil- 
ver. The National-bank notes, redeem able in 
legal-tender, are upon exactly the same 
plane, and currently accepted by the people 
éven In preference to gold or silver. But 
Secretary Folger, taking his cue from Wall 
street, recommends the repeal of the legal- 
tender property of the greenbacks, the early 
retirement of silver certificates, and the sus- 
pension of silver coinage, and resorts to far- 
fetched and incorrect‘statements to support 
this greedy, selfish, and hazardous policy. 
On a par with his other statements on this 
subject, he suggests a highly improbable em- 
barrassment about the payment of Govern- 
ment bonds in silver, because ‘“‘ between the 
adoption of the Revised Statutes, June 22, 
1874, and 1878, silver coin was not legal tend- 
er.” As the great bulk of the 4}¢ per cents, 


4 four cents, and extended 344 per cents, un- 


der the refunding acts, have been issued and 
accepted since the remonetization of silver, 
no such question can be raised in regard to 
them. Judge Folger’s remarkson silver and 
legal-tender only illustrate anew the inad- 
visability of callmg a New-Yorker to the 
head of the Treasury Department. 

There are other recommendations in the 
report, some of which may meet with favor 
at the hands of Congress and the remainder 
with disfavor. It is not likely, for instance, 
that Congress will agree to the recommenda- 
tion suggested by the Controller of the Cur- 
rency and approved by the Secretary that 
the National baiiks shall be allowed to ex- 
tend their charters as they expire without 
going through thé process of liquidation and 
reorganization. The facts in the Secretary’s 
report are satisfactory, but many of his ar- 
guments are fallacious, and some of his sug- 
gestions are calculated to bring about unnec- 
essary disturbance. 


THE SHAME OF GUITEAU’S TRIAL. 

‘Lhe coarse, vulgar impudence of Guiteau 
is exactly paralleled by the audacity of his 
counsel. Scoville’s purpose in calling dis- 
tinguished public men to the witness-pox is 
plainly to dignify the trial of the infamous 
wretch. He seeks to surround the prisoner 
with an air of respectability by compelling 
respectable men to testify in his behalf, just 
as Guiteau when a free man sought to in- 
erease his importaice by forcing himself 
into the company of people of prominence. 
The defense of Guiteau is the complement 
of Guiteau’s life. It is characterized by the 
low arts and the impudent assumptions 
which distinguished the assasin’s career 
from youth to middle age. 

During the Presidential campaign Guitean 
hung about the Republican headquarters in 
New York City, and absolutely forced the men 
of National reputation and prominence gath- 
ered there to know him, and, of course, to 
despise him. Col.” Hinton, one of the assist- 
ant clerks, says that “ his campaign speech 
was regarded as ridiculous, his presence as a 
nuisance, and himself as an asinine fool.” 
But stil! he appeared thére daily, with the de- 
sign, no doubt, to make himself known as a 
basis for his subsequent demand for an 
office. And now ‘his counsel, with equal 
impudence and equal ili-taste, seeks to drag 
intocourt to honor the assasin these men 
upon whom the wretch forced his acquaint- 
ance. ‘ 

The crowning act of this systematic effort 
to dignify assasination consists in subpcena- 
ing the President of the United States on the 
ground that Guiteau had the impertinence 
to address a letter to him when he was a 
candidate for the Vice-Presidency. Mr. 
Seeville is carefal to say that he will not 
compel the President to appear. He wants 
him to appear voluntarily, and he publishes 
daily to the country notice of the fact that 
he will shortly interview the President on 
the subject of testifying in Guiteau’s behalf. 

One would think that the preservation of 
Guitean’s life is of the first importance, 
judging by the names of the witnesses which 
the defense is careful to have published to 
the country. But when they appear on the 
stand, as in the case of Judge Davis, it is 
sought to be shown that Guiteau’s plea that 
the Republican party was in danger of being 
destroyed by President Garfield had some 
justification in view of the political situation, 
Itcomes within a hair’s breadth of an attempt 
to justify the shooting! Ina word, Guiteau 
is only equaled in impudence by his brother- 
in-law. Scoville smilies complacently while 
Guiteau insults Court, and jury, and coun- 
sel, the audience, and the American people, 
and when the harangue is finished, if there 
is any spare time, ‘Scoville reads from the 
“inspired ” pages. of Guiteau’s “Truth.”’, 

What a miserable, abject coward Guiteau 
is! He trembies, and cringes, and shrinks, 
and sbrivels up with terror when he passes 
from the van to the court-room, and then 
when he feels safe from the crowd, flanked 
by Deputy-Marshals and protected by Judge 
Cox’s court, he becomes impudent and de- 
fiant. “I'd rather be hung as a man than 
acquitted as a fool,” exclaims Guiteau, as 
his eyes dilate with rage and his hands 
writhe with impotent, murderous purpose 
toward Col. Hinton, who swears he was re- 
garded as “a nuisance and an asinine fool” 
- Republican headquarters in New York 

ty. 

Of course, the assasin lies when he says he 
would rather be hung as a man than ac- 
quitted as a fool. If he is ever brought to 
the foot of the gallows, as it is to be hoped he 
may be soen, he will have to be carried up 
the steps like a bundleof old clothes. Of 
the host of witnesses produced by the de- 
Tense, not one has been able to swear that 
Guiteau ever did a manly act. All his life 
he has been a sneaking, cowardly villain, and 
it is only in the presence of the court con- 
vened to try him for-hig life that he has ever 
dared even to simulate manhood. And this 
fact constitutes the chief shame of the trial 
and the disgrace of the court. The New 
York World well remarks:

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lation of the general ordinance prohibiting 
the nuisance is the ablest and strongest 
public document he has contributed dyring 
his local service. He is entitled to the thanks 
of the community for defeating the auda- 
cious job, for the logic of his argument com- 
pelled ail the Aldermen to vote against the 
passage over his veto except those who had 
some personal interest in the measure which 
outweighed public considerations.

(3) Not only is 
the safety of property put in jeopardy, but 
the safety of human life imperiled by pre- 
venting the ready use of fire-escapes. (4) The 
general ordinance forbidding the erection of - 
additional telegraph poles and wires was 
passed only last spring, and it was proposed 
to nullify it at the very first oceasion for en- 
forcing it. (5) The Mutual Union originally 
petitioned for the privilege of entering the 
city by underground cable, accepted the reg- 
ulations imposed by the Department of Pub- 
lic Works, and actually began the laying of 
the cable, and put downamile of it. (5) The 
cable system, if properly constructed, is en- 
tirely practicable, and is in satisfactory oper- 
ation in other cities. (7) *“* There is a shrewd 
suspicion that this ordinance is a purely 
speculative scheme, out of which a few men 
not belonging to the Mutual Union corpora- 
tion expect to make handsome stock profits.” 
(8) Beeause the ordinance did not merely 
exempt the Mutuai Union from the prohibi- 
tion of erecting poles for telegraph, electric, 
and telephone purposes, but extended te that 
corporation in general terms vast privileges 
which would soon grow into a giant monop- 
oly. 

Each of these reasons is abundant justifi- 
cation for the Mayor’s veto, and all of them 
combined constitute an overwhelming con- 
demnation of the scheme of corruption 
whereby a corporation was to purchase the 
privilege of endangering public safety for its 
own profit. The ordinance proposed to grant 
the company the right to “erect poles and to 
string and maintain wires and electric con- 
ductors along and across the streets and 
alleys of the City, of Chicago.” It was the 
pretense of the Mutual Union Company and 
its representative in the Council that it de- 


sired only to obtain the privilege of entering | 
the city above the ground instead of under 


the ground. The Mayor exposed completely 
the deception of this fraudulent pretense. 
Had that been the only purpose in 
view, it would not have been neces- 
sary toe include ali the streets and 
alleys of the city within tiie terms of the or- 
dinance nor to specify “electric conduct- 
ors” as well as tel h wires. The lan- 
guage of the ordinance as corruptly passed 
by the Council would have enabled the cor- 
poration that bribed the members to erect 
poles anywhere and everywhere, and not 
merely to string telegraph wires thereon, but 
also telephone wires and conductors for the 
electric light and even electric motive power, 
thereby legalizing a permanent and outra- 
geous menace to the safety of property and 
human life, It was probably the Mayor’s ex- 
posure of the comprehensive and dangerous 
scove of the ordinanee which deterred some 
of the Aldermen who voted for the orai- 
nance in the first place from voting for its 
passage over the veto. There is ground for 
a much stronger suspicion of the motives of 
the fourteen Aldermen who voted to pass 
the rascally ordinance after the revelations 
of the veto message than the suspicion which 
attached to the original passage of the meas- 
ure, 

It is to be hoped that this will be the last 
effort to secure an exemption from the gen- 
eral prohibition of the telegraph-pole nut 
sance, Itis only by strict and steadfast ad- 
herence te such prohibition that the city can 
ever be rescued from the disfigurement and 
the dangers of telegraph poles along. the 
streets of Chicago. The business of this 
city is valuable enough to warrant all tele- 
graph or other electric companies in the 
future to increase their facilities under- 
ground at an additional expense, and the 
welfare of the community demands that they 
shall be compelled to adopt that course.

Tue testimony touching the recent disas- 
terin Minneapolis shows that the agency 
which led to the destruction of the four 
flouring-mills was precisely the same as that 
which occasioned the loss of the great 
“Washburn Mill” four years ago—namely: 
carbon or mill dust. The researches 
made at that time showed that 
the inflammable and aimost impalpa- 
ble dust of flour, bran, and middlings 
will explode like gunpowder, whether in the 
form of a gas or not, when it is brought in 
eontact with heat. Since that time great care 
has been used by the millers in keeping their 
mills clean and as free from this dust as is 
possible, and the result is shown in the de 
struction of three of the mills without ex- 
plosion, while the fourth mill, the Minne 
apolis, which had been closed some time for 
repairs, and in which the dust had Jargely 
accumulated, was destroyed by explosion. 
The lesson of the disaster would seem to be 
the exercise of constant vigilance to keep 
the mills as clean as possible, and the adop- 
tion of every precaution against the intro- 
duction of fire in any form. ,

‘This 
Government bas not been unmindtul of the 
solemn obligations imposed upon it by its com- 
pact of 1M46 with Colombia as the independent 
and sovereign mistress of the territory crossed 
by the canal, and bas sought to render them ef- 
fective by fresh engagements with the Colom- 
bian Kepublic, looking to their practical execu- 
tion. The negotiations to this end, after they 
had reached what appeared to be a mutually 
satisfactory solution bere, were met in Colombia 
by a disawwal of the powers which its envoy had 
assumed and by a proposai tor renewed ne- 
gotiations on a muditied basis. Meanwhile this 
Government learned that Colombia bad pro- 
posed to the European Powers to joiv in a guar- 
antee of the neutrality of the proposed Pauama 
canal, A guarantee which would be in direct con- 
traveution ot our obiications as the sole guar- 
antee of the integrity of Colombian territory 
and of the nevtraiity of the canal itseif. My 
Jamented predecessor felt it bis duty to place 
before the European Powers the reasons which 
make the prior guarantee of the United States 
indispensavie, aud for which the interjection of 
any foreign guarantee might be regarded as a 
supertiuous aud uutriendiy act. Foreseeing the 
probable reliance ot the British Goverament on 
the provisions of the Ciayton-Buiwer treaty of 
1850, as afforaing room fur a sharein the gcuar- 
antee which the United States covenanted with 
Colombia four years before, | have not besitated 
to supplement the action of my predecessor by 
pqoposing to her Majesty's Government the 
modification of that instrument, and the abro- 
gation of such clauses thereof #8 do not comport 
with the obligations of the United States tuward 
Colombia, or with the vital needs of the twu 
friendly parties to the compact. 

CHILI _ AND PERU. 

This Government sees with great concern the 
continuance of the hustile relations between 
Chill, Hotivia, and Peru. Av eariy peace between 
these Republics is much to be desired, not only 
that they may themecives be spared further 
misery and bioodshed, but because their con- 
tinued antagonism threutens consequences 
which are in my judgment cangerous to the in- 
terests of republican government on this contl- 
nent, aud calculated to destroy the best ele- 
mete of our free and peaccful civilizauion.

bring these Powers into friendly relations. 

VENEZUELA. 

The Government of Venezuela maintains its 
attitude of warm friendship, and continues with 
great regularity its payment of the mouthly 
quota of the diplomatic debt. Without sugwest- 
ing the direction in which Congress sbould act, 
I ask attention tothe peuding question affecting 
the distribuuon of the sums thus far received.

those missions even ona reduced scale, and I 

decidediy recommend such a course with regard 

to Ecuador, which is likely in the near future to 

piay an important part among the nations of the 

southern Pacific. 
THE WOUNDED IN 

At its last extra session the Se ealled for 
the text of the Geneva Convention for the re- 
lief of the wounded in war. I trust this action 
foreshadows such interest in the subject as will 
result in the adhesion of the United States to 
that huinane ard commendable engagcment. 

THE HIGH SEAS. 

I invite your attention to the propriety of 
adopting the new code of internauonal rules 
for the prevention of collisions on the bigh seas. 
and of conforming the domestic legisiation of 
the United States thereto, so that no nfusion 
may arise from the application of fcontlicting 
rules in the case of vessels of different nation- 
alities meeting intidal waters. These interna- 
tional rules differ but slightly from our own. 
They have been adopted by the Navy Depart- 
ment for the governance of the war-ships of the 
United States on the high seus and in foreign 
watcrs, and through tne action of the State De- 
partment in disseminating the rules, and in ac- 
quainpéng tne shipmasters with the opuon of 
conturming to thei without the jurisdictional 
waters of tie United States, they ure now very 
generally known and obeyed. 

TRADE REPORTS. 

The State Department still continues to pub- 
lish to the country the trade and manufactur- 
ing reports received frum its officers abroad. 
The success of this course warrants ite continu- 
ance and such appropriadon as may be required 
to meet the rupidiy iucreasing demand for those 
publications. With special reference to the At- 
lanta Cotton Exposition, the October number of 
the reports was devoted to a valuable collection 
of papers on the cotton-goods trade of the 
world. 
THE INTERNATIONAL SANITARY CONFER- 

ENCE, 

for which in 1879 Congress m 
sembied in this city early in nuary last, and 
the sessions were prolonged until March. Al!- 
though it reacbed no specitic conctusion affect- 
tug the future action of the participant Powers, 
the tnterchange of views proved to be most val- 
uable. The full protocols of the sessions have 
been already presented to the Senate.

establighed by act of Congress, approved March 
j, A. D. i87® = §=Its sphere of duty was enlarged 
By the 
last-named act the bourd was required to insti- 
tute such measures as might be deemed uecces- 
Sary for preventing the introduction of con- 
tagious or infectious diseases from forcign 
countries into the United States, or from one 
State into another. The execution of the Tules 
and reguiations prepared by the board and ap- 
proved by my predecessor bas done much to ar- 
rest the progress of epidemic disease, and has 
thus rendered substantial seryice to tbe Nation. 
The International Sanitary Conference, to whicn 
| have referred, adopted a form of a bill of 
beaith to be used by all vessels seekimg to enter 
the ports of the countries whose representatives 
participated in its deliberations. The form bus 
been preserved by the National Board of Health, 
and incorporated with its rules and regulations, 
which bave been approved by me in pursuance 
of the law. The health of the people is of su- 
preme iwnportance. All neasures lookiny to their 
preserfauon aguinst the spre@l of contagious 
diseases and to the increase of our sanitary 
knowledge for such purposes deserve the at- 
tention of Congress.

REVENUES. 

The increase of the revenues for 1881 over 
those of the previous year was $2),352,901.10. It 
is estimated that the revcipts duripg the pres- 
ent fiseal year will reach 3400,000,000 and the ex- 
penditures $270,000,000, leaving a surplus of $150,- 
(‘0,000 applicable to the sinking und and the 
redemption of the public debt. 

SILVER CERTIFICATES, 

ITapprove the recommendation of the Secre- 
tary of toe Treasury that provision be made for 
the early retirement of siiver certificates, and 
that the actrequiring their issue be repealed. 
They were issued in pursuance of the policy of 
the Government to maintain silver at near the 
gold standard, and were accordingly made re- 
ceivable for all customs, taxes, and public dues, 
About $66,000,000 of them ure now outstanuing. 
They formed an unnecessary addition to the pua- 
per currency. a sallicient amount of which may 
be readily supplied by the Nanonal banks. In 
aneccordapce with the act of Feb. 28, 1878, the 
Treasury Department bas monthly caused at 
least $2,000,000 in vaiue of silver bDunilion to be 
coined into standard silver dollars; 12,000,000 of 
these dollars have been already coined, while 
only about 4,000000 are in circulation, 
for the reasons which he specifies. 
l concur in the Secretary's reaommendation 
that the provision for coinage of a fixed amount 
exch month be repealed, and tbat hereafter 
only 80 much be coined as shall be necessary to 
supply the demand. 

GOLD CERTIFICATES. 


The Secretary advises that the issue of gold 
certilicates should wot fur the present be re- 
sumed, and sugrests that the National banks 
may properly be forbidden by law to retire their 
currency cxcept upou rgnsonable notice of their 
intention soto do. Suc legislation would seem 
to be justified by the recent action of certain 
banks on the occasion refcrred tu in the Secre- 
tary's report. 

FRACTIONAL CURRENCY. 

Of the fifteen millions of fractional currency 
still outstanding, only about $80,000 have been 
redgemed the past year. The suggestion that 
the amount may properly be dropped from 
future statements of the public debt, seems 
worthy of approval; so, also, does the sugges- 
tion of the Secretary as to the advisability of 
relieving the calendar of the United States 
Courts in the Southern District of New York py 
the trausferto another tribunal of the numer- 
ous suits pending there against Collectors. 

TIE REVENUE FROM CUSTOMS 
for the past fiscal year waa $195,967,602, an in- 
crease of $11.637,611.42 over that of the preced- 
ing year; $158,008,562.99 of this amount was col- 
lected at the Port of New York, leaving $50,251,- 
113.68 as the amount collected at all the other 
ports of the country. Of this sum $47,977,157.63 
was collected on sugar, melado, and molasses; 
$27,.258,024.78 on wool and its manufactures; $21, - 
462.554.44 on iron and steel and manufactures 
thereof; $19,038,665.810n manufactures of silk;

SURPLUS, 

It is 2 matter for congratulation that the busi- 
ness of the country has been-so prosperous dur- 
ing the past ycar as to yield by taxation a large 
surplus of ineome to ta Govergment. It tho 
revenue laws remaip wnchanged, the surplus 
must, year by year, inbrease on account of the 
reduction of the publie febt and ite burden of 
interest, and because Of the rapid increase of 
vur population. In! just prior to the insti- 
tution of our internal r@évenue system, our pop- 
ulation but slightly exceeded 30,000,000. By the 
census of 1880 it is aow found to exceed 50,000,.h 
It is estimated that, even if the annual receipts 
and expenditures sho@ld continue, as at pres- 
ent, the entire debt could be paid in ten years. 
in view, however, of the heavy load of taxation 
which our people bavp already borne, we may 
well consider wbetber if is the part of wisdom tuo 

luce the revenues, evpnif we delay a little 
thie payment of the deb 

It seems to me that tp time has arrived when 
the people may justly d@mand some relief trom 
their present enormous Durden, and that by duc 
economy in the various branches of the public 
service this may readily be afforded. I there- 
fore concur with the Se@eretary in recouimend- 
ing 
THE ABOLITION OF ALL INTERNAL REVE- 
NUE TAXES, 
except those upon tobaeco in its various forms, 
and upon distilled spirits and fecmented liquors, 
and except also the spectal tax upon the manu- 
facturers of aud dealers in such articles. The 
retention of the latter tax is desirabie as afford- 
ing the oflicers of the Government a proper 
supervision of these articles for the prevention 
of fraud, I agree with the Secretary of the 
Treasury that the law imposing a stump tax 
on matches, proprietary articles, play- 
ing-cards, checks, and drafts may with 
propriety be repealed, and the law 
niso by which banks anf bankers are assessed 
upon their capital and Heposita. There seems 
to be a general se 1timesgtin favor of thiscourse. 
In thé present eondition of our revenues the 
tax upon deposits is espécinily unjust. It was 
never imposed in this country until it was de- 
manded by the necessities of war, and was never 
exacted, | believe, in any Other country even in 
its greatest exigeneies. , Bankers are reghired 
to secure their circulation by pledging with the 
Treasurer of the United States bouds of thu 
Gieneral Government, mterest upon these 
bonds, which at the timed when the tax was im- 
posed was 6 per cent, is ‘how in most instances 
3d‘. per cent, and, besides, the entire circulation 
was originally limited Dy law, and no increase 
was aliowable. Wheg the existing banks 
had practically a njonopoly of the busi- 
ness there was force in the suggestion 
that for the frarchise to the tavored 
grantecs the Goverhment might very 
properly exact a x on circulation, but for 
yeurs the system ha i free and the amount 
of eurculation regulated by the public demand. 
The retention of thie tax has been suggested as 
a means of reimbursing the Government for the 
expense of printing and furnishing the circulat- 
ing notes. If the taxjshould be repealed it 
would certainly be pro to require the Na- 
tional banks topay the nt of such expense 
to the Controller of the Currency. It is perhaps 
doubtful whether the ynmediate reduction of 
the rate of 

TAXATION UPON LIQUORS AND TOBACCO 
is advisable, in view of the drain upon the 
Treasury which must attend the payment of ar- 
rears of pensions. A comparison, bowever, of 
the amount of taxes vollected under the varying 
rates of taxution which have at different times 
prevailed suggests the intimation that some re- 
duction may soon be made witbout materiai 
diminution of the revenue. 


THE TARIFF LAWS 

also need revision, but that a due regard may 
be paid to the conflicting iuterests of our cliti- 
zens, importaut changes should be made with 
caution. If a careful revision cannot be made 
ut this session a commission, such a8 was lutely 
approved by the Senate and is now recommend- 
ed by the Serretary of the Tres*eury, woutd 
doubtiess lighten thé labors of Congress when- 
ever this subject shall be brought to its consid- 
erauion. 


SECRETARY OF WAR. 

The accompanying report of the Secretary of 
War will make known the operations of that 
department for the past year. He suggests 
measures for promoting the efficiency of the 
army by adding to the number of its officers, and 
recommends the legisiation necessary to in- 
crease the number of enlisted men to 30,000, the 
maximum allowed by law. This be deems neces- 
sary to maintain quietness on our ever-sbifting 
frontier, to preserve peace and suppress dis- 
order and marauding in the new settlements; 
to protect settlers and their property against 
Indians and Indians against the encroachments 
of intruders; and to enable peaceabic immi- 
grants to establish homes in the most remote 
parts of our country. The army is pow neces- 
sarily scattered over such a vast extent of ter- 
ritory that whenever an outbreak occurs rein- 
forcements mnust be hurried from many quar- 
ters over great distances, and always at heavy 
cost for transportation of men, horses, wagons, 
and supplies. I concurin the recommendation 
of the Secretary for increasing the army to the 
strength of Ww enlisted men. It appears by 
the Secretary's report that in the absence of 
disturbances on the frontier the troops have 
been actively employed in collecting Indians 
hitherto hostile and locating them on their 
proper reservations; that Sitcing-bBull and bis 
adberents are now prisoners at Fort Randall; 
that the Utes bave been moved to their 
new reservation in Utah; that during 
the recent outbreak of the Apaches 
it was necessary to reinforee the 
garrison in Arizona by troops withdrawn from 
New Mexico, and that some Apaches are now 
beid prisoners for trial,while some bave escaped, 
and the majority of the tribe are now on their 
reservations. There is need of iegisiation to 
prevent intrusion upon the lands set apart for 
the Indians. A large military force, at great 
expense, is required to patrol the boundary line 
between Kansas and the Indian Territory. The 
only punishment that at present can be inflicted 
is the forcible removal of the intruder and the 
imposition of a cuniary fine which, in most 
causes, itis impossible to collect. There should 
be a penalty by imprisonment in such cases. 

SIGNAL SERVICE, 

The separate organization of the Signal Serv- 
ice is urged by the Secretary of War, and a full 
statement of the advantages of such permanent 
organization is prescuted in the report of 
Chief Sigual Officer. A detailed account of the 
useful work performed by the Signal Corps and 
the Weather Bureau is also given in that report. 

THE INDIAN BUREAU. 

I ask your attention to the statements of the 
Secretary of War by cey the requisitions fre- 
quently made by the [Indian Bureau upon the Sub- 
sistence Department ot the army for the casual 
support of bands of tribes of Indians for which 
appropriations are exhausted. The War 
partment shonid not be left, by reason of inade- 
quate provision for the Indian Bureau, to con- 
tribute for the maintenanee of the Indians. 

COAST DEFENSES. 

The report of the Chief of Engincers furnishes 
a detailed account of the oe ogg or the im- 
provement of rivers and harbors. commend 
lo your attention the suggestions contained in 
this report in regard to the condition of our ior- 
titications, espectaliy our coast defenses, and 
recommend an increase of the stren of the 
engineer battalion, by which the iency of 
our torpedo system would be improved. 

INTERNAL IMPROVEMENT. 

I also cali your attention to the remarks upon 
the improvement of the South Pass of tne Mis- 
sissippi River, the proposed free bridge over the 
Potomac River at Georgetown, the iniportance

THE STATISTICS OF MALL TRANSPORTATION 
show that during the past year railroad routes 
bave been increased in length 6,249 miles, ana in 
cost $114,382, while steamboat routes have been 
decreased 2,182 miles, and in cost $E4.64. The so- 
called star-routes bave been decreased in length 
3,049 miles, expensive routes have been super- 
seded by railroad service. The cost of the star- 
route service must, therefore, rapidiy decrease 
in the Western States and Territories.

TIF STAR-ROUTE SERVICE. 

The investigation of the Department of Jus- 
tice and the Post-Oflice Departmert have re- 
sulted in the presentation of indictments against 
persons furmerly connected with that service, 
uccusing them of offenses against the United 
States. [have eujoined upon the oflicials who 
are charged with the conduct of the cases on 
the part of the Government and upon the emi- 
nent counsel who, before my accession to the 
Presidency, were called to their assistance the 
duty of prosecuting with the utmost vigor of 
the law all persons who may be found cnarge- 
able with frauds upon the postal service. 

The Acting Atturney-General calls attention 
to the necessity of modifying the present sys- 
tem of 

THE COURTS OF TUE UNITED STATES, 


a necessity due to the large incresse.of busi- 
ness, especially in the Supreme Court. Litiga- 
tion in our Federal tribunals became greatiy 
expanded after the close of the late War. So 
jong as that expunsion wight be attfibutable to 
the abnormal condition in which the community 
found itself immediately after the return of 
peace, prudence required that no change be 
made in the constitution of our judicial 
tribunais. But it bas now becowe apparent 
that an immense increase of litigation has 
directly resulted froyy the wonderful growth and 
development of the couutry. There is no 
ground for belief that the business of the 
United States courts will ever be less in volume 
than at present. Indeed, that it is likely to be 
much greater is generally recognized by the 
bench aud bar. In view of che fact that Con- 
gress bas already given much considerauon to 
this subject, | make no suggestion as to detail, 
butexpress the bope that your deliberations 
may result in such leyisiation as will give early 
relief to our overburdened court, 
ARIZONA. 

The Acting Attorney-General also calis atten- 
tion to the disturbance of the public tranyuillity 
during the past year in the Territory of Arizona. 
A band of armed desperadoes known as “cow- 
boys,”’ probably bumbering from Wto 100 men, 
have been engaged for montbs in committing 
acts of lawlesness and brutality which the local 
authorities bave been unable to repress. The 
depredations of these “cow-bors" have also 
been extended into Mexico, which the maraud- 
ers reach from the Arizona frontier. With every, 
disposition to mect the exigencies of the case, [ 
am embarrassed by lack of authority to dea! 
with them effectually. The punishment of 
crimes committed within Arizona shouid ordi- 
narily, of course, be left to the Territorial au- 
thorities. But it is worthy of consideration 
whether acts which necessarily tend to eimbroil 
the United States with neighboring govern- 
ments should not be dectared crimes against the 
United States, Some of the incursions alluded 
to may perbaps be within the scope of 
the law, Revised Statute, Sec. 5,256, 
forbidding “ Military expeditions or 
enterp ises ”’ against friendly States, 
But in view of the speedy assembling ot your 
body, I have preferred to await such légisiation 
as in your wisdom the occasion may beem to de- 
mand. It may, perbaps, be thought proper to 
provide that the setting on foot within our 
own territory of brigandage and armed ma- 
rauding expeditions against friendly nations 
avd their citizens shall be punished aa an of- 
fense against the United States. I will add that, 
in the event of a request from the Territorial 
Government tor protection by the United States 
against “domestic violence,”’ this Government 
woutd be poweriess to render assistance. The 
act of 15, Chap. 36, passed at tbe time when 
Territorial Governments received little atten- 
tion from Congress, enforced this duty of the 
United States only as to State Governments; 
put the act of 180i, Chap. 3), applied aiso to 
Territories. This law seems to have remained 
in force until the revision of the statutes, when 
provision for the 'Terfories was dropped. lam 
not advised whether this alteration was inten- 
tional or accidental, but as it seems to me that 
the Territories should be afforded the protection 
which is accorded to States by the Cuonstitution, 
1 suggest jegisiation to that end. 

It seems to me that whatever views may pre- 
vail as to the policy of recent legesiation by 
which the army has ceased tobe apart of a 
posse comitatus, an exception might well be 
made for permitting the military to assist the 
Territorial authorities in enforcing the laws of 
the United States. ‘This use of the army would 
not seem to be within the alleged evil against 
which that legislation was aimed, from sparse- 
ness of population and other circumstances. it 
is often quite impracticable to summon & posse 
in places where officers of justice require as- 
sistance, and where a military force is witbin 
easy reach.

manded for their present welfare and their per- 
manent ndvapcement. In return for such con- 
sider@te action on the part of the Government, 
there is reasen to believe that the Indians in 
large numbers would be persuaded to seer their 
tribal relations, and to engage at once in axri- 
cultural pursuits, and that it is now for their 
best idterests to conform their manner of Jife to 
the new ordef of things. By no creater induce- 
nent than the insurance of permapent title to 
the soil can they be led to engage in the occupa- 
tion of tilling it.. Tho well-attested reports of 
their increasing interest in husvandry justify 
the hope and belief that the couctment of such 
& statute as 1 recommend would be at once at- 
tended with gratifying results. A resort to the 
allotment system would have a direct and pow- 
erful influence in dissolving the tribal bond 
which sa | prominent feature of savage iife, and 
which tends so strongly to perpetuate it there.

(of Indiau schooia use of my confident 
velief that such a Course is cofsistent with the 
Wisest economy even among te west uncult- 
ured Indian tribea, There -is reported to be a 
general and urgent desire on the part of the 
Chiefs and the older members for the education 
of their children. It is nvfortunate, in view of 
this fact, that during the past year the means 
which have been at the command of the Inte- 
rior Department for the purpose of Indian iv- 
struction save proved to be utterly inadequate. 
Tue snecess of the schools which are in opern- 
tion at Hampton, Cartisie, and Forest Grove 
should not onty encourage a more generous pro 
Vision for the support of these institutions, bat 
shonld prompt the establishment of others of a 
similar cheracter.. They are doubtless more 
potent for good than the day-echools upon the 
reservation, as the puptis are ultogether sepa- 
rated from the surroundings of savage life, and 
brought into constant contact with civilizadon. 
There are many other phases of this subject 
which are of great interest, but which cannot be 
included within the becoming limits of this com- 
inunication.

ment. indeed, in apite of commendable efforts 
on the part of the authorities who represent the 
United States in that Territory, the iaw hus, in 
very rare instances, been eufurced, and, fora 


‘cuuse to which reference will presently be made, 


is practically a dead letter. The fact that nad- 
berents of the Mormon Cbhurcb, which rests 
upon polygamy as its corner-stone, have re- 
cently been peopling in large number Idaho, 
izona, and other of our Western ‘Territories, 
is well calculated to excite 
THE LIVEIAEST INTEREST AND APPREMEN- 
SION, 
It imposes upon Congress and the Executive 
the duty of opposing to this Larbaruus system 
all the power whicb, under the Constitution and 
liw, they can wield for its destruction, Kefer- 
ence has heen aiready made to the obstructions 
whieh the lU'naited States officers have encount- 
ered in their efforts punish the violations of 
the law. - Prominent among the obstacies is the 
dificulty of procuring legal evidence sufiicieat to 
warrant a conviction, even in the case of the 
most votorious offenders. 

Your attention is calied to the opinion of the 
Supreme Court of the United States explaining 
itis judgment of reverealin the cuse of Miles, 
who had been convicted of bigamy in Utah. The 
court refers to the tact that the secrecy attend- 
ing the celeDration of marriages in that Terri- 
tory wakes the suppression of polygamy very 
diticult, and the propriety is suggested of mod- 
ifying that law of evidence which now makes a 
wife incowpetenutto testify against her hus- 
band. This suggestion is approved. I recom- 
mend also the passage of an act providing that 
in the Territories of these United States the 
fuct that a woman has been married to 4 person 
charged with bigamy shall not disquality ber as 
a witness upon his trial for that offense. I 
furtber recommend legislation by which any 
person solemnizing a marriage in any of the 
rerritories shall be required, under stringent 
penalties for negiect dr refusal, to file a certifi- 
cate of such marriage in the Supreme Court of 
the Territory, uniess Congress shall make or 
devise other practicable measures for obviating 
the difficulties which bave hitherto attended the 
eflorts to suppress this miquity. [| assure 
you of my determined purpuke to couperate 


with youn in-any lawful and discreet meas-~ 


ures which may be proposed to that end. 
PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

Although our system of government does not 
cantempiate that the Nation should provide or 
suipport@® system for the education of our peo- 
pie, no measures calculated to promote that gen- 
eral intelligence and virtue upon which the per- 
petuity of our institutions 60 greatly depend 
have ever been regarded with indifference by 
Congress or the Executive. A iarge portion of 
the public domain has been from tiwe to time 
devoted to the promotion of the cause of educa- 
uon. There is now a special reason why, by 
setting apurt the proceeds of the sales of public 
lands, or by some other cause, the Government 
the work of education. Many who 
now exercise the rightof sutfrage are unable to 
read the ballot which they cast. Upon many 
who had just emerged from ua condition of 
slavery were devolved the responsibilities of 
citizenship in that portion of the country most 
impoverisbed by war. I hgve been plensed to 
jearn from the reportof t Commissioner of 
Ecdneation that there bas been lately a commend- 
able inetease of interest and effort ior their In- 
struction, but all that can be doue by local 
legisiation and private generosity should be 


supplemented by such aid as can be constitution- 


ally afforded by the Nasional Government. I 
would sigwest that if any fund be dedicated to 
this purpose. it may be wisely distributed in the 


different States according to the ratio of iliiter- 


acy, a8 by this means those locations which are 
mostin need of such assistance will reap the 
especia| benefit.

The most potential means of bringing 
about any concert of action among the different 
nations would appear to be for the United Sthtes 
to suspend for the present fhe further coinage 
of silver dollars. isis the decided opinion in 
both France and America of the highest 
authorities on bimetailism, and of thuse who 
wish to bring silver into general use aad raise 
its value, and it is believed that a cessation of 
coinage would at an early day Oring 
about ai satisfactory consideration 0 
the whole subject among commercial 
nations. The silver question obviously is one 
that demands the carty attention of our law- 
makers, or the subject may drift beyond our 
control uniess that contro! is retained at a great 
sacrifice.

The Secretary concurs in the recommendation 
of Controlier Kuox that an act be passed au- 
thorizing National banks, at any time within 
two years prior to the expiration of their cor- 
porate existence, to extend the period of succes- 
sion by amending the «articles of association by 
the votes of shareholders owning two-thirds of 
the capital, if upon examination the bank is 
found to be tn satisfactory condition. The law 
provides that the Comptroligr shail issue bis 
certificate authorizing any banking association 
to commence business if it sifall conform in all 

legal requirements. Banks 
n the Present 
law, existence, and, in 
the absence of probibitory leyisiation, many 
_of them undoubtedly will, ou the expiration of 
their corporate existence, set new associa- 
tions and obtain from the Controller autbority 
to continue business. The passave, however, of 
an act directly authorizing the extension of the 
corporate existence of the banks would, itn 
many instances, save much labor and uvoid the 
distribution of the present large surpius fund 
among the sharehoiders which wuuld result 
irom a liquidation, ana the passage of a bill 
authorizing such renewal of their charters is 
recommended. 
RESERVES. 


Relative to the reserve for redemption of 
United States notes the report says: The policy 
‘pursued by this Department has been to retain 
as reserve for the redemption of United States 
notes about 40 per ceut of the notes cutstanding, 
and, in addition thereto, te have sufficient 
mouey in the Treasury to meet all other 
demands and obligations outstanding. This 
polic; bas been adhered t as rigidly 
as prgcticaple. The reserve has never falien 
below 36 per cent nor been above 45 per cent of 
the oustanding notes. 

THE SILVER CERTIFICATES 
issued are payabie only in silver coin and gold 
received for these certificates it availabie for 
resumption purposes. There is now in the 
Treasury cash about $25,000,000 of fractional 
silver cvin. 6 

The iiberal purchase of bullion and coinage 
ot sijver doliars by the Government, and the re-

changed. The growing demands of trade led 
aiso to the importation of iron and steel in forms 
and uader desi@untions not enumerated in the 
taritl, and the great disproporuou between spe- 
cifie and ad vaiorem dulM@s isa constant stimu- 
lus to unporters to try to bring merchandise 
under the ad vaiorem rate. This produces un- 
certainty, appeals from the accion uf Collectors, 
and litigation,which prove embarrassing to busi- 
ness interests as Weil as to (the Guverument, and 
what is instanced as the case with iron and steel 
will be found to be tbe case with other 
articles. An equalization of the tariff and ua 
sippiiication of some of the detalis wre needed. 
iow far such revisioa shall involve a reducdien 
of tariff is the proviece of Congressto deter- 
mine.

TEA AND COFFEE. 

Attention is iuvited to this department for 1880 
in regard tu the repeal of discriminating duties 
imposed by Sec. 2,501, Revised Statutes, especiat- 
ly on tea and coffee produced in the possessions 
of the Netherlands, and the recommendation 
therein contajued is renewed. 

BEDUCTION OF TAXES 
is the next subject aliuded to. Judge Folger 
suys: Itisa matter of gratitication that the 
business of the cvfintry so thrives as to endure 
the onerous taxation that is on it and has yet 
grown iu value and apparentiy in protits aad 
yield, to the Guvernment a surplus over its 
needs. The result upon public revenue is to 
embarrass this department in disposing of the 
surplusin a lawful way and with regard to 
economy. While it is «asserted there is 
a stringency in the moucy warket and 
that the business community is in straits, 
the call of thts department for millions 
of bonds is slowly heeded, and its offer to 
purctase bonds is not in full accepted.

NOT VERY ENCOURAGING, 

Mr. E. C. Hatheway, of Ottawa, Chairman of 
the Committee vn Genefai Horticulture, First 
District, submitted a lengtby report giving a 
genera: sumuary of the condition of the fruit 
crops in bis district. It was rather discourag- 
ing to the iruit-growers, as Mr. Hatheway said 
tbe crops ‘Bad been failures on accouut of 
storms, droutos, etc. The genticman drewa 
somewhat dismal picture of the efliect of the 
unusually severe winter upou the different 
varieties of fruit, many of which bad suffered 
ulinest compiete wreck, along with some of tbe 
vewetabie productions. Asan ijlustrauon of this 
he mentioned the fact that foreign ships bad 
brought potatoes and cabbages from ftvureign 
countries. 

The report eticited considerable discussion, 
several of the delegates giving their experiences 
during the winter in regard to tne different va- 
rieties of apples, berries, and other truits. 

Messrs. A. KR. Whitoey, of Franklin, and W. A. 
Pratt, of Eigin, the Ad-interim Committee for 
Northern Lilinvis, had no report to make, and 
were passed. 

FALL BLOSSOMING AND ITS EFFECT. 

Capt. Hollister, of Aiton, wanted some infor- 
mation on the bivesoming of trees in the tall, 
aud its effect on next year s crop. 

Mr. McWhorter thought that the fall blossom- 
ing was generally timited to a portion of the 
tree, or certain spurs of abnorinal development, 
while other portions might bloom and give 
fruitin the spring. He did nut consider it a fatal 
injury to the tree. 

Dr. Slade, of Elgin, had a crab-tree which bad 
blossomed in the fall, and it bud produced noth- 
ing in the futiowing spring. ‘This fall blossom- 
ius had been very general throughout the coun- 


try. 

The general impression gathered from the 
discussion was that,while the tali blossoming was 
an injury to the tree, it did not always thin the 
next year’s crop to any serious extent. 

The weeting then wok a recess umil 2 p. m. 

AFTERNOON, 

On reassembling, what is kuown as the.“ query- 
box” was opened, and, us plums formed the 
subject of discussion, the delegates started in tu 
rive their views as to the respective merits of 
the different varieties of that fruit... The Miner 
and De Soto plums were chiefly discussed, and 
the purtisuns of each had their say. Incidental- 
ly there came up the subject of ‘the curculio, a 
wild animal whose ouly food is piums. It was 
Stated that it was utte riy useless to cast around 
tor 4 ce whigb should be curculio- proof. 

‘ather’’ Bryant, of Princeton, fl., was ip- 
troduced to the meeting. Mr. Bryant, who is a 
brother of the late William Cullen Bryant, bas 
been interested in fruit-growing for many years, 
and was received with much applause by the 
suciety. 

Mr. A. C. Hammond, of Warsaw, presented 
the report of the Ad-Interim Committee for 
Centrai lilinois, showing the work of that com- 
mittee in visiting various orchards and market 
gardens in.the district assigned to them. A 
general discvssion followed. Mr. Spaulding said

wasinthe month of June. He called it dia- 

barking rather than girdling, and believed that 

a provess was efficacious in inducing fruit- 
bearing. it might be done as early as April. 

Mr. bryant satd the process was nuthiug new— 
he had tried it sixty-five yearsago. To him it 
seemed that it was of no Value whatever. Trees 
ungirdied bore fruit, and trees girdled some- 
times did and sometimes did not. Another 
delegate said he had girdied his trees Jn March, 
and found no difference in bearing qualities be- 
tween trees thus treated and those ieft alone. 
Hie had killed trees by his process of sawing 
clear through the bark, but only the trees 
— in the last of May or the eariy part of 

une 

Mr. Steele. said he had visited tho finest 
orchard in Michigan, devoted to the growth of 
Baldwin applies only. The trees had been dis- 
barked, and, he understogd, with wood effect. 

The canker-worm wads discussed, and it was 
stated that fire was the only remedy for tbe 
ruvages of that creature. »Fatber Bryant said 
that a solution of * London purple,”’ a syuonym 
for Paris green. would get rid of the worms 
without injuring the leaves. 

MORE CROP REPORTS. 

The report of the Committee on General 
Horticulture was called for, and Mr. Johnson, 
of the Third District, presented a partial report 
for Hancock County. The apple crop this year 

bad been very seanty, owing to the terrible win- 
ter of 1880-'51. ‘The wire-worm, cut-worm, cab- 
bage butterfly, and other insect pests bad done 
much harm. Fruits of all kindssutfered. Cherries 
and pears were scarce, and peaches missing 
ultogether. 
piums were generally destroyed by the curculio. 
Geuerally speaking, orchard products did Mat 
show more than one-tenth of a crop. The ex- 
tremely dry weather of the summer made all 
upples small. The outlook for next year’s crop 
was a very good one. Other reports on this in- 
teresting subject had been ordered,. but were 
not presented, and the meectipg went back to 
the query-box for inspiration 

The question was asked how tile could be pre- 
vented from filling with tree-roots in orchard 
or grove. One delégate suggested § that 
the tile should be laid in cement, 
and ynother that they should be 
laid away in the Corner of the woodshed, and not 
used atail. A third speaker said if there were 
to be interstives left tor the water to percolate 
through,foots would find their way in. Mr. 
Spauiding said roots had not done any harm to 
his tiles, the rvots dying during dry weather. He 
bud twenty-five miles of tile-drain. Other dele- 
wutes concurred that there was no danger trom 
roots stoppiog up drains. 

A discussion followed as tothe best varieties 
of strawberries to raise for the market, and 
each gentieman advocated the claims of bis 
specie! favorit: @he meeting then adjourned 
until 7 p. m. 

EVENING. 

At the opening of the evening session a dis- 
cussion was bud on the merits of different va- 
rietics of grapes and appies, following which 
came a paper on“ The Best Means ot Counter- 
acting Uur Insect Foes,"’ presented by Prof. 
Cyrus ‘Thomas, State Entomvulogist. Prof. 
Thowas took 00 stuck whatever in the patent 
plans for oe ulng off the arimy-worm, canker- 
worm, lessian tly, and ; 
pests. He held that of 
upplying liquid treatment to ordinary crops 
greatly outweighed the benefits to be derived, 
eve if the insecis could be entirely wiped out 
without damage to the crops. 

Prot. Ti@mas said be would venture to 
prophesy that the chinch-bug would do little 
datnage in 16s. He thought, also, that the army- 
worm bad beeu practicaliy anpihilated by the 
weather which had prevailed. As to the Hessian 
fiy, he could not predicate, for the meteorological 
conditions favorable to the growth of th 
pests were not thoroughly understood. The
